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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application In condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. Claims 
1 and 7 stand rejected under 35 USC 1 12, second paragraph because, according to Fig. 6, the storage electrode 16 is not buried or 
completely covered by the gate insulating film. Claims 2-4 and 9-16 are also rejected since they are dependent on the indefinite claims. 

With respect to the Jeong's reference. Fig. 6 clearly shows that "the gate insulating film 52 is etirely covering the gate line 53L" (as recited 
in claim 1) from the TFT 51 and the storage electrode 61. 

Finally, with respect to the Nakamura's reference, Figs. 4{a)-4(c) clearly show that "the storage electrode 221 is connected to a 
transparent electrode pattern 223 via a first contact hole 219 passing through the second gate insulating film 208 and the protective layer 
212, wherein the storage electrode capacitance includes the storage electrode 221 and the gate line 216 opposed to each other and 
having the first gate insulating film 204 formed therebetween" as recited in claim 7. 
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
